American Tax Token Society (ATTS) 


2021 is the 50" year of the American Tax Token 
Society. The Great Depression reduced the revenues 
the states received and in 1933 states started instituting 
a sales tax. The sales tax was up to 3% but put a burden 
on small purchases and every cent counted. The solu- 
tion was to issue sales tax tokens in fractions of a cent 
(mills) to make the tax fair on small purchases. In 1971 
the American Tax Token Society was founded by nu- 
mismatists interested in sales tax tokens. A stamped 
Missouri 1 mill tax token was given to members to 
commemorate the 50" anniversary. A newsletter is 
issued every quarter. Yearly dues are $8.50 for the 
electronic and $17 for the print newsletter. Dues can be
